ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING— May  5,  6  and  12,  1980 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  May  5,  6  and  12,  1980  at 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School,  Dighton  was  called 
to  order  at  7:10  P.M.  by  Robert  Ferreira,  Moderator  with  an 
attendance  of  561.  Checkers  were  Irene  Goulart,  Mary  Perry, 
Elaine  Varley  and  Adele  Rose. 

The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  flag  was  given.  Myma 
D.  Adams,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  recognized 
the  following  persons  and  thanked  them  for  their  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  of  Dighton:

A  moment  of  silence  was  observed  for  former  Police 
Chief  Charles  H.  Mason,  deceased  March  25,  1980,  1957  to 
1971  and  Thomas  Webster,  Council  on  Aging,  deceased  July 
17,  1979,  1977  to  1979. 
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Armand  Gagne,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
reminded  those  present  that  Articles  42,  43  and  44  dealt 
with  the  Tax  Cap. 

Moderator  declared  a  recess  until  7  il5  P.M.  after  a 
motion  was  proposed  by  Clifford  Wood  to  adjourn  for  15 
minutes. 


SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MAY  5,  1980 

Moderator  declared  the  Annual  Town  Meting  in  Recess 
and  called  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  order  at  7:15  P.M., 
then  called  a  recess  to  allow  voters  in.  Meeting  recalled  to 
order  at  7 :25  P.M. 

VOTED:  Motion  by  Wallace  Wood  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  warrant. 

VOTED:  Motion  by  Wallace  Wood  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  articles  and  reference  to  them  be  made  by 
number  and  content. 

Chairman  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  Clif¬ 
ford  Wood  gave  a  report  with  slides  regarding  the  needs  of 
the  Jr.  High  and  Elem.  Schools,  and  devoutly  hoped  it  would 
be  his  final  report.  He  noted  that  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
within  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  at  his  request.  He 
thanked  the  committe  who  had  worked  so  long  and  diligently. 
He  tried  to  keep  the  town  abreast  of  the  work  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Since  he  had  requests  to  repeat  flash  scenes  seen  at 
last  town  meeting  on  school  problems,  they  were  shown  again, 
first  on  the  Elem.  School ;  noting  lack  of  storage,  health  room 
violations,  sub-standard  ventilation  in  small  rooms,  inadequate 
serving  in  kitchen,  closet  space  behind  stage  used  for  instru¬ 
mental  music,  also  janitorial  supplies  kept  behind  stage,  kin¬ 
dergarten  classes  over  at  the  Jr.  High  School.  Space  needs 
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for  mandated  programs  require  X  number  of  sq.  ft.  per  stu¬ 
dent.  At  the  Jr.  High  School,  unsanitary  and  antiquated  show¬ 
er  rooms  were  cited,  corridor  use  by  students,  stage  used  as 
classroom,  classrooms  made  out  of  storage  rooms,  no  lighting 
or  ventilation,  the  shop  area,  library  and  stair  wells. 

VOTED:  Motion  made  and  seconded  for  a  secret  ballot — 
Yes  326  No.  187 

A  motion  by  Norman  Courcy  to  exclude  non-voters  from 
meeting  failed  to  pass. 

Article  1.  VOTED  :  On  motion  of  Wendell  Brechin  that 
the  report  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  be  ac¬ 
cepted  as  read  and  that  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee 
be  renamed  the  School  Building  Committee  and  that  said 
School  Building  Committe  be  authorized  to  take  all  action 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  decisions  of  the  voters  relative  to 
Articles  2  &  3  of  the  warrant. 

VOTED:  Motion  made  to  end  debate  and  move  the  vote: 
Yes  378  No  9. 

Article  2.  NOT  PASSED :  Motion  by  Wallace  Wood  that 
$2,035,000.00  be*  appropriated  for  constructing,  originally 
equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to  the  Junior  High 
School  and  for  reconstructing,  remodeling,  rehabilitating  and 
modernizing  the  existing  school  building;  that  to  raise  this 
appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Se¬ 
lectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  $2,035,000.00  under  Chapter 
645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended;  and  that  the  Committee 
is  authorized  to  take  all  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this 
project.  Ballot  Vote  Yes  257  No  295. 

Article  3.  Motion  by  Wallace  Wood  that  $465,000.00  be 
appropriated  for  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  fur¬ 
nishing  an  addition  to  the  Elementary  School  and  for  recon¬ 
structing,  remodeling,  rehabilitating  and  modernizing  the 
existing  school  building;  that  to  raise  this  appropriation  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  is  authorized 
to  borrow  $465,000.00  under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948 
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as  amended;  and  that  the  Committee  is  authorized  to  take 
all  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  project. 

VOTED:  On  motion  of  Clifford  Wood  to  table  Article  3 
indefinitely.  Yes  307  No  44. 

Article  4.  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Myma  Adams  that 
the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Free  Cash  $6,268.00  for  Town 
funds  for  fiscal  year  1980  to  be  used  in  conjunction  wiht  and 
in  addition  to  any  funds  allotted  by  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  State  Aid  Highway  Program. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:55  P.M.

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Report  read  by  David  Woods  of  the  K-9  (Police  Dog) 
Committee  as  follows :  “The  K-9  Study  Committee  was  formed 
to  investigate  and  make  a  recommendation  on  deployment 
of  a  K-9  unit  by  the  Dighton  Police  Department.  At  the 
committee's  initial  meeting,  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
presentation  of  a  K-9  demonstration  and  question  and  answer 
period  with  Officer  Edward  Pierce  of  Dighton  and  the  pro¬ 
posed  K-9  dog  performing.  The  demonstration  was  held  on  a 
Saturday  in  order  to  provide  participation  by  townspeople 
concerned  by  the  issue.  A  final  meeting  to  present  the  pros  and 
cons  of  the  issue  was  scheduled  the  following  Tuesday. 

Throughout  all  proceedings  of  the  committee,  no  negative 
inputs  concerning  the  deployment  were  received  by  committee 
members.  Since  the  demonstration  and  public  forum  were  ad¬ 
vertised  in  both  the  Taunton  Daily  Gazette  and  the  Fall  River 
Herald,  the  committee  decided  that  lack  of  opposition  and  the 
great  weight  of  evidence  supporting  the  advisability  of  using 
K-9  units  were  the  m.ajor  factors  in  lack  of  participation  by 
possible  opponents.  The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends 
deployment  of  the  proposed  K-9  unit,  with  the  following  con¬ 
siderations  : 

1.  A  continuing  training  and  re-certification  program  be 
adopted  and  meticulously  followed.  This  procedure  will 
serve  to  re-inf orce  previous  training  and  will  keep  the 
team  at  peak  efficiency. 

2.  The  Town  of  Dighton  adopt  an  insurance  plan  which 
will  cover  the  town  in  case  of  loss  or  disability  of 
the  dog. 

3.  The  Town  of  Dighton  increase  insurance  coverage  to 
cover  any  liabilities  which  may  occur  from  use  of  the 
K-9  unit. 

4.  Experts  in  canine  behaviorism  and  psychology  state 
that  canines  usually  reflect  the  moods  and  attitudes 
of  their  handlers.  Therefore,  it  is  imperative  that  the 
entire  unit,  dog  and  handler,  be  periodically  reviewed 
and  certified  for  service  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  an 
agent  designated  by  the  Chief. 
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5.  A  recent  incident  in  the  Town  of  Swansea  demon¬ 
strated  that  all  officers  in  the  department  use  proper 
Police  procedures  around  K-9  units.  In  the  incident  to 
which  we  refer,  a  Swansea  K-9  unit  had  responded  to 
an  officers  call  for  assistance.  After  a  suspect  had  been 
subdued,  the  officers  involved  handcuffed  the  suspect 
with  his  hands  in  front  of  him  rather  than  the  correct 
procedure  of  handcuffing  behind  the  suspecPs  back. 
The  suspect  then  attacked  the  K-9  dog,  which  re¬ 
sponded  by  biting  the  suspect  on  the  nose. 

6.  In  another  recent  incident  in  Swansea,  this  time  in¬ 
volving  a  Mass.  State  Police  K-9  dog  and  his  handler, 
the  handler  was  exercising  the  dog  when  the  dog 
started  chasing  a  rabbit  and  refused  to  respond  to  the 
handler's  commands  to  return.  The  dog  has  been  used 
by  the  State  Police  and  was  already  credited  with  10 
arrests  at  the  time  of  the  incident.  The  dog  was  later 
found  injured,  the  victim  of  a  hit  and  run  accident. 
This  is  an  indication  that  great  care  must  be  used 
with  the  dog  during  off-duty  hours. 

On  six  separate  occasions,  the  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  contacted  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  in  Bos¬ 
ton  concerning  deployment  of  the  K-9  unit.  Although  every 
member  contacted  at  the  ACLU  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  ACLU  would  find  no  objections  to  the  unit,  the  members 
also  stated  that  a  written  request  was  necessary  for  the 
ACLU  to  respond  with  an  official  statement.  Although  the 
written  request  was  mailed  on  Oct.  20,  1979,  no  response  has 
yet  been  received  from  the  ACLU.

3.  Defined  our  responsibility  as  that  of  recommending 
revisions  of  present  bylaws  excepting  those  that  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Zoning  Board,  Planning 
Board  and  Building  Inspector. 

The  committee  is  currently  reviewing  and  updating  cur¬ 
rent  town  bylaws  and  reviewing  area  town  bylaws  for  possible 
inclusion  into  Dighton's  bylaws. 

The  Committee  intends  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  its 
proposals  before  presenting  them  for  town  meeting  approval.

Section  1.  A  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Capital  Out¬ 
lay  Committee,  referred  to  as  C.O.C.,  is  hereby 
established,  and  said  Committee  shall  perform  the 
duties  set  forth  in  the  following  sections  of  this 
By-Law  and  be  governed  by  the  provisions  thereof. 
The  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  residents  of  the 
Town  and  shall  be  appointed  as  provided  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sections. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  membership  shall  consist  of 
one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  four  (4) 
members  at  large.  The  Finance  Committee  member 
shall  be  appointed  by  and  from  that  Committee  for 
a  one-year  term.  The  four  at-large  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  four  years, 
such  that  one  membership  will  expire  each  year. 
Tenure  of  original  membership  will  be  for  terms  of 
one,  two,  three  and  four  years,  in  order  that  one 
membership  expires  each  year. 

Section  3.  The  appointments  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  not  include  any  elected  official  or  Town  em¬ 
ployees.  Appointments  shall  be  made  by  June  first 
each  year.  A  re-organizational  meeting  shall  be  held 
within  thirty  days  of  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  Town  Accountant  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  without  voting  power.  The  Committee  shall 
elect  its  own  officers. 
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Section  4.  A  member  who  ceases  to  reside  in  the  Town, 
accepts  Town  employment  or  assumes  an  elected 
position  shall  resign.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for 
the  unexpired  term  by  the  original  appointing  body. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  shall  project  annually  the 
capital  expenditures  required  by  the  Town  during 
the  next  six  years.  In  making  this  determination,  it 
shall  consult  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  all  De¬ 
partment  Heads,  both  elected  and  appointed,  and 
Committees  of  the  Town.  All  Department  Heads, 
members  of  the  Board  and  Committees  will  cooperate 
with  the  C.O.C.  and  respond  to  its  requests  for  in¬ 
formation.  Said  information  and  requests  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Committee  by  Sept.  30,  each  year. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  shall  consider  the  relative 
need,  timing  and  cost  of  capital  expenditures  and 
the  effect  each  will  have  on  the  financial  position  of 
the  Town.  The  Committee  will  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  on  the  scheduling  of  capital  expenditures  and 
shall  report  its  findings  in  a  budget  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  by  March  30,  each  year. 

Section  7.  The  C.O.C.  shall  report  and  make  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  and  any  Special  Town  Meeting  involving  a 
capital  expenditure.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  at  D-R  by  Robert 
Ferreira,  Moderator.  Checkers  were  Irene  Goulart  and  Mary 
Perry. 
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Five  Year  Capital  Outlay  Committee  report  read  by 
Joseph  Pacheco,  as  follows: 

In  June  of  1979  the  Selectmen  appointed  the  following 
people  to  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee:  Wendell  Brechin, 
Armand  Gagne,  Doris  Hopkins,  Joseph  P.  Pacheco,  Patricia 
Siedentopf  and  Paul  Hoff  shire  as  an  alternate.  Due  to  other 
commitments  Paul  resigned  in  Sept. 

During  the  year  the  C.O.C.  met  regularly  and  developed 
a  Capital  Outlay  Program  for  Dighton. 

The  goals  of  the  committee  are  to  identify  legitimate 
needs  that  will  require  investments  in  capital  assets,  deter¬ 
mine  the  economic  capabilities  of  the  Town  and  set  priorities 
on  the  recognized  needs. 

Determined  as  a  capital  expense  are  major  non-recurring 
expenditures  having  a  substantial  useful  life  and  costing  more 
than  $5,000. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  the  committee  is  to  plan  capital 
expenditures  to  allow  the  Town  to  regulate  the  impact  such 
expenses  have  on  the  tax  rate. 

It  is  not  the  job  of  the  C.O.C.  to  set  policy  or  deal  in 
the  day  to  day  departmental  operating  expenses  of  the  Town. 

The  Capital  Outlay  Program  is  not  a  legally  binding 
document.  Its  purpose  is  informational. 

New  facts  or  considerations  will  justify  changes,  neces¬ 
sitating  an  annual  update  program. 

All  Town  departments  were  contacted  and  were  requested 
to  take  an  inventory  of  each  department's  capital  expendi¬ 
tures  over  the  last  10  years.  The  committee  then  reviewed 
the  impact  these  expenses  had  on  the  tax  rate. 
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All  Town  departments  were  also  requested  to  define  any 
capital  expense  items  it  would  need  for  the  next  (6)  years. 
These  requests  were  then  evaluated  and  listed  in  order  of 
priority. 

The  C.O.C.  recommendations  were  then  submitted  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  for  their  review  and  com¬ 
ments. 

The  proposals  were  then  finalized. 

The  C.O.C.  is  presenting  for  your  approval  a  (6)  year 
capital  outlay  program,  the  1st  year — 1981 — to  become  the 
capital  outlay  budget.

Existing  Lots  May  be  Built  On, 
Any  lot  recorded  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  By-Law  or 
amendments  thereof  which  has  not  been  built  upon  and  for 
which  dimensional  requiremtnts  have  been  established  or 
increased,  may  be  used  for  any  purpose  allowed  in  the  District 
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in  which  the  lot  is  located  and  may  be  built  upon  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  V,  except  as  otherwise  per¬ 
mitted  by  this  Article  VI  and  other  Articles  of  this  by-law, 
or  by  the  exemptions  in  Section  6  of  Chapter  40A  of  General 
Laws,  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  Article 
V  hereof,  a  lot  may  be  built  upon  for  residential  purposes

The  rules  may  include 
provisions  for  sheet  size,  scale  at  drawings,  number  of  copies, 
information  contained,  manner  of  presentation,  application 
fee,  and  similar  pertinent  information.  Upon  receipt  of  a 
special  permit  application  for  a  planned  development  and  the 
site  plan,  the  Planning  Board  shall  transmit  copies  of  the 
materials  received  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals,  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  shall  take  no  final 
action  on  said  Application  until  comments  or  recommendations 
have  been  received  from  the  above  Town  boards  or  thirty- 
five  days  have  elapsed  without  receipt  of  such  comments,  in 
which  case  the  above  Boards  shall  be  deemed  to  have  no 
objection  to  the  granting  of  a  special  permit. 

5.  The  Planning  Board  shall  follow  the  procedure  of 
Section  5  of  Article  VIII  of  this  By-Law  in  giving  notice 
and  holding  a  public  hearing.  If  the  Planning  Board  fails  to 
take  final  action  within  90  days  after  the  public  hearing, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  have  granted  the  special  permit.

(6)  VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY :  a.  That  owing  to  circum¬ 
stances,  fully  described  in  the  findings  of  the  Board,  and

Accessory  Building.  A  building  devoted  exclusively  to  a  use 
customarily  incidental  and  subordinate  to  the  principal  use. 

Accessory  Use.  A  use  customarily  incidental  and  subordinate 
to  the  principal  use  of  buildings  and  land. 

Agriculture.  Agriculture  or  farming  shall  include  farming  in 
all  its  branches,  as  defined  in  Section  lA,  Chapter  128  of  the 
Gen.  Laws  of  the  Comm,  of  Mass. 

Alteration.  As  applied  to  a  building  or  structure,  alteration 
shall  mean  a  change  or  rearrangement  in  the  structural  parts 
of  a  building  or  structure,  or  an  enlargement  thereof,  whether 
by  extending  on  a  side  or  by  increasing  in  height,  or  the 
moving  from  one  location  or  position  to  another. 

Apartment  House.  A  multi-family  dwelling  for  three  or  more 
families,  living  independently  of  each  other  and  doing  their 
cooking  upon  the  premises. 

Area,  Building.  The  aggregate  of  the  maximum  horizontal 
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cross-section  area  of  all  buildings  on  a  lot,  excluding  cornices, 
eaves,  gutters,  and  chimneys.  Same  as  Building  Coverage. 

Building.  Any  roofed  structure  built  for  the  support,  shelter, 
or  enclosure  of  persons,  animals,  chattels,  or  property  of  any 
kind.  Roof  shall  include  awning  or  other  similar  covering, 
whether  or  not  permanent  in  nature. 

Building  Coverage:  Same  as  Area,  Building. 

Corner  Lot.  A  lot  at  the  junction  of  and  fronting  on  two  or 
more  intersecting  streets,  the  angle  of  intersection  being  less 
than  1,350.  The  land  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  a  comer 
building  and  its  accessory  buildings  or  structures. 

Dwelling.  A  building  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  human 
habitation,  for  one  single  family  use,  but  not  a  house  trailer 
or  a  mobile  home. 

Dwelling  House.  A  detached  house  designed  for  and  occupied 
exclusively  as  the  residence  of  not  more  than  two  families, 
each  living  as  an  independent  housekeeping  unit. 

VOTED :  Amendment  by  Thomas  Pires  to  add  or  a  modu¬ 
lar  home  on  last  sentence. 

Dwelling,  Mobile  Home.  A  detached  dwelling  unit  designed 
for  transportation,  after  fabrication,  or  streets  or  highways, 
on  its  own  wheels  or  on  a  flatbed  for  other  trailer,  and  arriving 
at  the  site  where  it  is  to  be  occupied  as  a  dwelling  complete 
and  ready  for  occupancy,  except  for  minor  and  incidental  un¬ 
packing  and  assembly  operations,  raised  on  jacks  or  other 
temporary  or  permanent  foundation,  connects  to  utilities  and 
the  like.  A  travel  trailer,  or  modular  home  is  not  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  mobile  home.

(8)  VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY:  To  amend  Article  III, 
Districts  and  Boundaries  by:  Adding  to  Section  1.  Establish¬ 
ment  of  District: 

5.  Flood  Hazard  Protective  Overlay  District. 
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The  purposes  of  the  Flood  Hazard  Protective  Overlay  Dis¬ 
trict  are  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general 
welfare,  to  protect  human  life  and  property  from  the  hazards 
of  priodic  flooding,  to  preserve  the  natural  control  character¬ 
istics,  and  the  flood  storage  capacity  of  the  floodplain,  and 
to  preserve  and  maintain  the  ground  water  table  and  water 
recharge  areas  within  the  floodplain. 

Adding  to  Section  2.  Boundaries  of  Districts  at  end  of 
paragraph  1,  add  the  following  paragraphs: 

The  Flood  Hazard  Protective  Overlay  District  is  delineated 
on  the  Dighton  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  dated 
June  18,  1980  as  Zones  A.  A  1-30  to  indicate  the  1000  year 
floodplain.  The  precise  boundaries  of  the  District  are  defined 
by  the  100  year  flood  elevations  shown  on  the  FIRM  and 
further  defined  by  the  Flood  Profiles  contained  in  the  Flood 
Insurance  Study,  dated  June  18,  1980. 

The  floodway  boundaries  are  delineated  on  the  Dighton 
Flood  Boundary  Floodway  Map  (FBFM)  dated  June  18,  1980, 
and  further  defined  by  the  Floodway  Data  Tables  contained 
in  the  Flood  Insurance  Study. 

Within  Zone  A.  where  the  100  year  flood  elevation  is  not 
provided  on  the  FIRM,  the  developer/applicant  shall  obtain 
any  existing  flood  elevation  data  and  it  shall  be  reviewed  by 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  If  the  data  is  sufficiently  de¬ 
tailed  and  accurate,  it  shall  be  relied  upon  to  require  com¬ 
pliance  with  this  by-law  and  the  State  Building  Code. 

These  Maps  are  incorporated  by  reference  as  part  of  the 
Zoning  Map,  Town  of  Dighton. 

2.  To  amend  Article  IV.  Use  Regulations  by  adding  the 
following : 

Section  3.  Permitted  Uses  Within  the  Flood  Hazard  Pro¬ 
tective  Overlay  District. 

1.  The  Flood  Hazard  Protective  Overlay  District  is 
established  as  an  overlay  district  to  all  other  districts.  All 
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dGvelopment,  including  structural  and  non-structural  activi¬ 
ties,  whether  permitted  as  a  right  or  by  special  permit  must 
be  in  compliance  with  Chapter  131,  Section  40  of  the  Mass. 
Gen.  Laws  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  Mass.  State 
Building  Code  pertaining  to  construction  in  the  floodplains 
(currently  Section  744.) 


2.  Permitted  Uses 

The  following  used  of  low  flood-damage  potential  and 
causing  no  obstructions  to  flood  flows  shall  be  permitted 
provided  they  do  not  require  structures,  fill,  or  storage  of 
materials  or  equipment: 

1)  Agricultural  uses  such  as  farming,  grazing,  truck  farm¬ 
ing,  horticulture,  etc. 

2)  Forestry  and  nursery  uses 

3)  Outdoor  recreational  uses,  including  fishing,  boating,  play 
areas,  etc. 

4)  Conservation  of  water,  plants,  wildlife 

5)  Wildlife  management  areas,  foot,  bicycle,  and/or  horse 
paths 

6)  Temporary  non-residential  structures  used  in  connection 
with  fishing,  growing,  harvesting,  storage,  or  sale  of  crops 
raised  on  the  premises 

7)  Buildings  lawfully  existing  prior  to  the  adoption  of  these 
provisions 


3.  Special  Permits 

1.  Any  use  permtted  in  the  underlying  district  by  right  or 
by  special  permit,  may  be  allowed  by  special  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  the  special  permit  granting 
authority.  Such  special  permit  shall  be  subject  to  condi¬ 
tions  determined  by  the  special  permit  granting  authority 
to  be  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and 
general  welfare,  to  protect  human  life  and  property  from 
the  hazards  of  periodic  flooding,  to  preserve  the  natural 
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flood  control  characteristics,  and  the  flood  storage  capacity 
of  the  flood  plain,  and  to  preserve  and  maintain  the 
ground  water  table  and  water  recharge  areas  within  the 
flood  hazard  protective  district. 

2.  No  structure  or  building  shall  be  erected,  constructed, 
substntially  improved,  reconstructed  (except  as  provided 
in  section  2  above),  or  otherwise  created  or  moved;  no 
earth  or  other  materials  dumped,  filled,  excavated,  or 
transferred,  unless  a  special  permit  is  granted. 

3.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  as  the  special  permit 
granting  authority  may  issue  a  special  permit  hereunder 
(subject  to  other  provisions  of  this  by-law)  if  the  appli¬ 
cation  is  compliant  with  the  following  provisions: 

A)  The  proposed  use  shall  comply  in  all  respects  to  the 
provisions  of  the  underlying  District  in  which  the  land 
is  located. 

B)  Within  10  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  application,  the 
Board  shall  transmit  one  copy  of  the  development  plan 
to  the  Conservation  Commission,  Board  of  Health  and 
Building  Inspector.  Final  action  shall  not  be  taken  until 
reports  have,  been  received  from  the  above  Boards  or 
until  reports  have  been  received  from  the  above  Boards 
or  until  35  days  have  elapsed. 

C)  All  encroachments,  including  fill,  new  construction,  sub¬ 
stantial  improvements  to  existing  structures,  and  other 
development  are  prohibited  in  the  floodway  unless  certi¬ 
fication  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  is  provided 
by  the  applicant  demonstrating  that  such  encroachment 
shall  not  result  in  any  increase  in  flood  levels  during  the 
occurrence  of  the  100  year  flood. 

D)  The  Board  may  specify  such  additional  requirements  and 
conditions  as  it  finds  necessary  to  protect  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  and  the  occupants  of 
the  proposed  use. 
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E)  All  development,  including  structural  and  non-structural 
activities,  whether  permitted  as  a  right  or  by  special 
permit  must  be  in  compliance  with  Chapter  131,  Section 
40  of  the  Mass.  Gen.  Laws  and  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Mass.  State  Building  Code  pertaining  to  construc¬ 
tion  in  the  floodplains  (currently  Sec.  744).

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

(SRPEDD) 


During  1980  the  Town  of  Dighton  continued  its  member¬ 
ship  for  the  eleventh  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Plan¬ 
ning  and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a  plan¬ 
ning  and  economic  development  agency  formed  under  state 
law  to  serve  communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  by 
providing  a  cooperative  approach  to  regional  issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a  Commission  consisting  of 
a  chief  elected  official  or  designess  and  a  planning  board 
representative  from  each  participating  municipality  and  six 
low-income  and  minority  representatives.  Dighton's  Commis¬ 
sion  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Board,  respectively,  are  Allan  Campbell,  who  serves 
on  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Joint  Transportation 
Planning  Group  and  Manuel  Ferreira.  Karl  Eklund  served 
at  At-Large  Commissioner  as  well  as  both  a  member  of  the 
Affirmatice  Action  Committee  and  the  Legislative  and  By- 

K 

Laws  Committee  for  the  SRPEDD  Commission  for  the  Taun¬ 
ton  Area. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  develop¬ 
ment,  SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through 
the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  re¬ 
ceives  time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing 
applicatinos  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid 
waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water 
quality.  Local  participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables 
communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 
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Services  to  Dighton  this  past  year  included: 

*  Developing  a  water  supply  protection  program 

*  Assisting  the  town  in  its  decision  to  join  the  Greater 
Attleboro-Taunton  Regional  Transit  Authority  (GATRA) 

*  Providing  information  to  town  on  possible  transportation 
services 

*  Completing  a  corridor  planning  study  confirming  the  need 
for  the  replacement  of  the  Berkley-Dighton  bridge  ap¬ 
proximately  in  its  existing  location. 


Regional  plans  completed  this  year  benefitting  all  com¬ 
munities  include: 

*The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for  EDA  funding 
and  a  10  percent  bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

*The  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP)  which 
lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for  federal  and  state 
funding.  A  project  must  be  included  on  the  TIP  in  order  to 
be  eligible  for  these  funds. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member 
communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  munici¬ 
palities  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  provide 
technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage  cooperation 
among  communities,  and  provide  a  comprehensive  approach 
to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS’  AGENT 


During  the  past  year  the  caseload  for  Dighton  has  de¬ 
creased  to  an  average  of  6  active  cases  and  a  total  of  20 
cases  for  the  year. 

Veterans’  Benefits  are  designed  to  be  a  temporary  aid 
to  Veterans’  during  unemployment  and  short  term  illnesses 
and  disabilities.  There  are  other  Federal  and  State  funds 
and  agencies  available  for  permanent  and  total  disabilities 
and  for  the  elderly  who  have  low  income.  The  past  year 
several  veterans’  were  aided  by  this  department  until  the 
transfer  to  the  appropriate  agency  could  be  arranged,  help¬ 
ing  the  Veteran  sustain  himself  financially  during  the  transi¬ 
tion  period  of  5  months  to  1  year  waiting  period  required 
by  the  government. 

Informing  the  veteran  of  all  the  benefits  available  to 
him  and  referring  him  and  his  dependents  have  saved  the 
town  several  doljars  in  Veterans’  Benefits  appropriation 
money.

Again  this  past  year,  many  wood  or  coal-burning  stoves 
were  installed.

Ventless  kerosene  heaters  are  not  allowed  in  any  build¬ 
ing  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part  for  human  habitation. 

Inspections  of  new  construction  and  wood  stoves  were 
made  throughout  the  year.  With  the  new  construction  at  the 
Aggie  School,  many  inspections  were  required.  Inspections 
of  schools,  places  of  assembly,  eating  and  drinking  estab¬ 
lishments,  aunton  Dog  Track,  Rehoboth  Fair  Carnival  rides, 
were  made  and  certificates  issued.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  -  DIGHTON,  MASS. 
DECEMBER  31,  1980 


On  June  30,  1981  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  twenty-two  years  of  service  to  the  cities 
and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

During  the  1980  spring  season  the  mosquito  population 
seemed  to  be  lighter  in  some  areas  and  normal  to  heavy  in 
others.  This  was  due  to  the  varying  amounts  of  standing 
water  throughout  the  county,  the  areas  with  the  most  water 
having  released  a  large  brood  of  mosquitos  and  the  drier 
areas  less. 

Our  spray  program  got  underway  on  the  19th  of  May 
with  seven  Leco  ultra  low  volume  sprayers  being  put  into 
service.  In  past  years  we  sprayed  mainly  on  request  but  this 
practice  is  not  feasible  as  many  calls  come  in  from  areas 
where  little  or  no  mosquito  breeding  exists.  Spending  time 
in  such  areas  and  not  getting  to  the  source  has  little,  if  any, 
effect  in  reducing  a  mosquito  nuisance.  This  year  all  known 
breeding  areas  were  plotted  on  the  large  topo  map  of  Bristol 
County  that  is  fixed  to  the  wall  at  our  headquarters.  It  was 
from  this  map  that  the  spray  crews  worked  each  day  and 
in  these  areas  that  most  of  our  spraying  was  done.  This 
method  seemed  to  work  well  as  we  were  able  to  knock  down 
the  spring  brood  earlier  and  more  completely  this  year.  As 
we  reduced  the  spring  brood  in  appreciable  numbers,  it  then 
became  possible  to  expand  our  spraying  program  into  the 
more  residential  areas. 

Our  light  trapping  program  was  further  proof  that  we 
had  succeeded  in  our  efforts  to  reduce  the  mosquito  popula¬ 
tion.  By  mid-summer,  all  daily  light  trap  collections  were 
extremely  low  with  some  traps  now  going  day  after  day 
without  any  mosquitos  being  caught.  There  were  no  cases  of 
human  encephalitis  in  Bristol  County  this  year  which  I  feel 
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further  substantiates  the  importance  of  an  organized  mos¬ 
quito  control  project. 

In  late  September,  a  need  for  adult  mosquito  spraying 
no  longer  existed  and  all  crews  turned  to  ditch  maintenance 
and  water  management.  More  time  and  effort  is  devoted  to 
this  facet  of  the  mosquito  control  program  as  it  is  the  most 
important.  Water  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  existence 
of  mosquitos  in  that  three  of  its  four  life  stages  occur  in 
water;  the  egg,  larvae,  and  pupa.  It  is  only  through  source 
reduction  that  we  can  hope  to  gain  permanent  control. 

Our  tractor-trenchers  work  year  round  both  on  the  salt 
marsh  and  in  upland  swamp  areas  cleaning  existing  ditches 
and  constructing  new  ones  whereever  needed.  We  can  often 
get  good  results  by  controlling  the  depth  and  flow  of  the  water 
in  an  area  without  having  to  drain  it  completely.  All  proposed 
water  management  work  is  surveyed  before  the  actual  work 
is  to  begin.  Should  it  be  determined  that  such  work  would 
have  a  lasting  detrimental  effect  on  the  environment,  then 
other  methods  will  be  applied. 

Our  pre-hatch  work  for  December  1979  to  late  March 
1980  was  far  below  average  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
areas  that  would  normally  have  been  dusted  were  dry  most 
of  the  winter  months,  filling  with  water  in  the  early  spring. 

The  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  has  pur¬ 
chased  9  new  dusters  to  be  used  this  winter  in  our  pre-hatch 
work.  This  is  where  ge  go  out  into  swamp  areas  that  do  not 
have  any  runoff  and  dust  the  ice  with  a  pesticide.  The  adult 
mosquitos  lay  their  eggs  in  the  swamps  in  late  summer  and 
early  fall  making  it  necessary  to  dust  as  many  of  these  areas 
as  possible  before  the  larvae  emerges  in  the  spring.  The  more 
areas  that  are  dusted  in  the  winter,  on  the  ice,  the  less 
mosquitos  to  emerge  as  adults  in  the  spring.  The  spring  brood 
is  usually  the  largest  of  all  the  hatches,  so  by  reducing  them 
you  can  considerably  cut  your  mosquito  population  for  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  1980,  aside  from  our  regular  spray  pro¬ 
gram,  we  treated  713  breeding  catch  basins  with  Altosid

Briquets;  treated  30  acres  of  swamp  with  larvicide;  cleaned 
6,350  feet  of  existing  streams  and  brooks  of  brush  and  debris. 
Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  1,500  feet  of  drainage  ditch  in 
the  Town  of  Dighton. 

In  1981  we  shall  continue  to  expand  and  improve  our 
equipment  and  methods  of  mosquito  control  so  that  we  can 
serve  the  people  of  Bristol  County  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
The  cooperation  of  the  cities,  towns,  and  the  people  is  needed 
and  greatly  appreciated,  for  without  your  support,  we  would 
be  unable  to  operate. 

We,  at  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project, 
would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town  of  Digh¬ 
ton  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

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BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

This  is  the  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  During  the  year  1980  this  Board  conducted  eighteen 
(18)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton. 
Of  these  cases  twelve  (12)  were  granted. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  members  find  undue  hardship  to  the  petitioner  in 
failing  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  the  granting 
of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the 
public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if 
there  were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to 
owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is 
drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application 
of  the  law  deprives  the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all,  beneficial 
use  of  his  land.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  several  accomplishments 
for  the  Planning  Board.  We  met  24  times  during  the  year  on 
the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m. 
These  days  will  remain  the  same  for  the  year  1981. 

As  of  June  18,  1980,  the  Town  of  Dighton  entered  into 
the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  This  program  is 
federally  subsidized  and  will  enable  residents  in  flood  prone 
and  coastal  areas  to  purchase  flood  insurance  at  a  low  rate. 
Secondly,  this  program  will  control  development  in  these 
areas  so  as  not  to  endanger  existing  structures  and  natural 
resources  in  or  near  the  area  involved.

The  law  requires  that  all  dogs  over  the  age  of  (3)  months, 
large  or  small,  must  be  licensed  every  year  (due  April  1st) 
whether  penned,  housed,  or  running  loose,  and  receive  Rabies 
shots  every  (3)  years  and  wear  both  tags  attached  to  a  collar 
or  harness.  Dog  licenses  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
or  before  April  1st.  All  unlicensed  dogs  will  be  picked  up  at 
the  owners  expense.  There  are  still  a  number  of  unlicensed 
dogs  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  A  special  effort  will  be  made 
to  contact  their  owners  to  license  their  dogs  or  court  action 
will  result  for  failure  to  do  so.  Notices  to  license  delinquent 
dogs  will  not  be  mailed  out  providing  dogs  are  licensed  by 
May.  Delinquent  notices  will  be  mailed  out  after  that  date. 
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All  complaints  involving  dogs  were  acted  on.  All  owners 
of  dogs  that  had  bitten  people  were  notified  to  restrain  their 
dogs  for  (14)  days.  Stray  dogs  were  held  for  (10)  days  then 
either  returned  to  owners,  sold,  or  disposed  of.  I  received 
many  complaints  of  dogs  in  rubbish,  chasing  cars,  chasing 
people  riding  bicycles  and  walking  on  the  streets,  barking  at 
night  keeping  people  awake,  and  using  neighbor's  yards  for 
“comfort  stations".  It  is  the  duty  of  all  dog  owners  to  clean 
up  after  their  dogs,  keep  them  out  of  the  neighbor's  rubbish 
and  restrain  their  dogs  on  rubbish  pick-up  days.  All  dog 
owners  are  liable  for  any  damage  their  dogs  have  done  to 
livestock,  fowl,  or  property.  Also  drivers  of  vehicles  that  kill 
or  injure  dogs  or  cats  must  make  themselves  known  to  the 
dog  owners  and  dog  officer  and/or  police. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Dept.,  Com¬ 
munication  Center,  and  the  Town  Office  for  all  their  help  and 
assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  has  had  a  busy  year.  The 
project  to  find  the  Town  Landings  established  in  1699  has 
been  completed.  These  are  Hart  Street,  Main  Street,  near 
Princess  House.  The  Center  Street  Landing  was  probably 
destroyed  when  the  bridge  was  built,  yet  we  did  find  a  site 
called  Gooding’s  Landing  in  the  ITOQ’s.  There  is  supposed 
to  be  a  Landing  near  the  Somerset  Town  Line  but  this  also 
has  been  destroyed  or  incorporated  into  some  deed. 

The  right  to  acquire  parcels  of  property  from  the  Princess 
House  and  Samuel  Pine  with  a  right  of  way  to  establish  the 
Atwood-Walker  Historical  Park  was  granted  in  Town  Meeting 
of  October  20,  1980  by  unanimous  vote.  The  details  of  pur¬ 
chase  are  being  worked  upon. 

During  the  year  the  historical  papers  of  John  Walker 
were  capsulated  for  preservation.  This  tedious  work  was  done 
by  Mrs.  Isabel  Burgmann.  We  are  grateful  to  her  for  this  work.

The  Dighton  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  hereby  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  citizens  of  Dighton,  their  first  Annual  Report. 
All  three  members  of  the  Board  were  elected  to  their  respec¬ 
tive  positions  during  the  Annual  Town  Election  in  the  Spring 
of  1980. 

The  prime  function  of  the  elected  Board  is  to  manage  the 
Dighton  Sewer  Department.  At  the  present  time,  the  Sewer 
Department  is  in  its  initial  organizational  phase,  and  will 
slowly  evolve  as  the  sewer  system  is  constructed.  The  Sewer 
Commissioners  through  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  presently 
involved  with  the  Step  II  Design  of  the  proposed  sewage 
collection  system  in  North  Dighton.  The  Town  has  retained 
the  services  of  Tibbetts  Engineering  Corp.  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  collection  system  which  must  meet 
the  requirements  as  set  forth  in  the  State  and  Federal  Grant 
Awards  that  are*  presently  funding  the  project. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  have  been  working  closely 
with  the  Town's  Consulting  Engineers  to  assure  that  the  needs 
of  the  Town  are  incorporated  into  the  system  design. 

The  Board  has  by  their  own  choice  been  operating  on  a 
limited  budget,  and  will  most  likely  continue  in  this  manner 
until  the  project  enters  the  construction  phase.  The  Board 
appreciates  the  cooperation  and  attitude  of  the  Town  Ofilce 
Staff  in  assisting  the  Sewer  Commission  during  this  initial 
transition  period.

The  Board  of  Health  for  1980  was  organized  with  Charles 
P.  Terry  and  Myrna  D.  Adams  as  Co-Chairmen  and  David 
J.  Woods  serving  as  clerk. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  few  abnormal  or  serious 
matters  or  serious  matters  of  long-term  consequence.  How¬ 
ever,  there  were  numerous  nuisance  complaints  and  problems 
which  may  not  have  affected  a  great  many  citizens  overall 
but  which  were  certainly  of  concern  to  this  Board.  The  reso¬ 
lution  of  these  problems  usually  involves  a  number  of  people. 
Health  Agent,  Leo  Duffy  is  our  primary  source  of  assistance 
and  information,  and  is  our  “first  responder”  to  most  prob¬ 
lems.  We  are  also  appreciative  for  the  able  advice  and  com¬ 
petence  of  Donald  French,  Plumbing  Inspector,  his  assistant 
John  DeCambra,  and  John  Berger,  Animal  Inspector.  Often 
we  require  the  aid  of  the  Highway,  Fire  (Ambulance) ,  and/or 
Police  Departments  and  for  their  cooperation  we  are  also 
grateful.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN— 1980 

During  the  year  1980,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been 
quite  busy.  Although  no  major  events  have  occurred,  the 
day  to  day  activities  have  been  continuous,  and  several  im¬ 
portant  things  have  happened.  Over  one  hundred  meetings 
have  been  held  or  attended  and  Dighton’s  involvement  has 
been  noted  on  several  fronts. 

Among  these  was  the  controversial  question  of  concur¬ 
rent  criminal  jurisdiction  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  Police 
Departments  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 
Although  a  tentative  understanding  has  been  reached,  no 
final  decision  is  yet  in  place.  In  the  meantime,  the  two  police 
departments  are  working  together  through  a  mutual  under¬ 
standing  and  through  the  police  mutual  aid  pact. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  1980,  Dighton^s 
participation  in  the  Greater  Attleboro-Taunton  Regional 
Transit  Authority  was  part  of  the  Warrant,  but  the  article 
was  tabled  before  any  discussion  could  take  place.  A  sub¬ 
sequent  Special  Town  Meeting  saw  this  membership  approved 
by  the  voters.  The  final  implementation  of  this  membership 
is  yet  to  take  place  as  of  this  writing.  However,  the  basic 
foundation  is  in  place. 

The  Highway  Department,  working  in  conjunction  with 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  completed 
the  reconstruction  of  a  large  section  of  Cedar  Street  near 
Smith  Street,  a  great  improvement  of  benefit  to  many  people. 

Both  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  contracts  were  presented  for  negotiations  in  1980.  The 
Highway  Department  contract  was  negotiated  easily,  and 
an  agreement  was  in  place  as  of  July  1,  1980,  the  beginning 
of  the  new  fiscal  year.  The  Police  Department  contract,  after 
some  ten  months  of  negotiation,  is  still  not  settled  and  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Joint  Labor  Management  Committee 
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in  Boston  in  the  hope  that  their  participation  can  help  us 
achieve  an  agreement. 

Property  tax  classification  and  implementation  of  100% 
full  and  fair  cash  values  on  all  real  property  have  delayed 
the  preparation  of  Fiscal  Year  1981  tax  bills.  We  are  hope¬ 
ful  that  they  will  be  mailed  soon  after  January  1,  1981. 

In  November,  when  voters  statewide  overwhelmingly 
approved  ‘'Proposition  Dighton  voted  heavily  in  favor. 

We  are  concerned  about  the  impact  of  this  law,  particularly 
falling  on  top  of  the  4%  CAP,  which  is  still  effecting  our 
fiscal  status.  It  is  very  much  our  hope  that  Dighton  can  meet 
these  new,  very  Stringent  guidelines  without  impairing  serv¬ 
ices  to  our  people.  Time  alone  will  tell  the  story. 

Our  thanks  to  everyone  who  has  participated  during  the 
year.  Special  thanks  to  Mrs.  Doris  Hopkins,  Town  Accountant ; 
Attorneys  Peter  and  David  Gay,  who  serve  Dighton’s  legal 
needs ;  Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont,  our  Secretary ;  Mr.  George  Perry, 
Building  Inspector;  Police  Chief  Karl  K.  Spratt;  Fire  Chief 
Joseph  T.  White  and  Highway  Superintendent  Alfred  M. 
Perry,  for  their  continuing  efforts  on  Dighton’s  behalf.

If  you  have  examined  our  Recap  Sheet  you  will  notice  a 
whopping  increase  in  the  amount  to  be  raised  ($2,700,585.00) 
as  compared  to  Fiscal  1980  amount  of  ($2,200,273.00). 

This  increase  is  due  to  several  factors: 

(1)  Appropriations  were  substantially  higher  this  year 
than  last. 

(2)  County  and  state  assessments  were  increased,  es¬ 
pecially  our  county  assessment  which  increased  699^ 
from  the  previous  year. 

(3)  Our  local  aid  (reimbursement  from  the  state)  were 
down. 

(4)  Additionally,  we  were  required  to  reduce  our  esti¬ 
mated  receipts  from  auto  excise  due  to  Proposition 
21/2. 


The  net  adjustment  for  these  situations  was  an  increase 
of  $500,000.00  more  than  the  previous  year  to  run  our  town. 
This  increase  of  more  than  25%  would  have  developed  a  tax 
rate  of  $176.00  per  $1,000.00  of  assessed  value  if  we  had  not 
implemented  full  and  fair  cash  values. 

Dighton's  value  increased  from  16  million  to  more  than 
100  million  dollars.  Consequently,  our  tax  rate  was  reduced 
accordingly  to  $21.40  per  $1,000.00  of  assessed  value  for  Resi¬ 
dential  Properties,  $18.20  for  Open  Space,  $39.10  for  Com¬ 
mercial,  Industrial,  Public  Utilities  and  Personal  Property. 

Implementation  of  full  and  fair  cash  values  was  not  an 
easy  task  for  this  office.  In  fact,  it  has  been  very  demanding 
upon  all  of  us.  However,  we  were  ordered  to  do  this  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  had  two  choices: 
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(1)  Have  it  done  at  an  additional  cost  to  the  town  of 
forty  to  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

(2)  Do  it  ourselves  in  what  was  called  an  in-house  re^ 
valuation  using  data  previously  collected  and  up-dated 
by  the  Assessors.  We  elected  to  do  it  in-house  to 
save  money  because  we  felt  we  had  the  expertise 
and  know  how  to  accomplish  this  enormous  task. 

The  Department  of  Revenue  has  certified  our  values  and 
classifications  which  attests  to  the  completeness  and  fairness 
of  full  and  fair  cash  values  for  Dighton. 

Obviously  many  of  our  tax  payers  had  increases  over 
the  previous  year,  not  because  of  revaluation,  but  due  to  the 
increased  cost  in  support  of  our  town  and  school  system. 

This  is  Dighton's  first  full  and  fair  cash  assessments. 
It  must  be  up-dated  bi-annually.  Therefore,  Fiscal  1983  will 
call  for  up-dating  values  again.

Our  thanks  to  all  town  officers  for  their  continued  support 
and  assistance.  Our  thanks,  also,  to  our  citizens  for  the 
cooperation  and  understanding  in  helping  us  to  achieve  our 
goals.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of 
age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the 
following  January  1.  Kindergarten  registration  in  September 
of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least 
five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or 
before  the  following  January  1.  There  will  be  no  exceptions 
made  to  this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  birth  certificate.

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph¬ 
theria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  polio  or  a 
statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 
Children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to 
have  a  physical  examination  also. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 
Elementary,  Junior  High  School  and  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school,  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations 
WPEP  and  WRLM,  Taunton;  WSAR  and  WALE,  Fall  River; 
WPRO,  WJAR,  WHIM  and  WEAN,  Providence;  and  WARA, 
Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses 
are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

The  first  year  of  the  new  decade  for  the  citizens  of  the 
town  who  believe  in  and  support  public  education  may  be 
looked  back  on  as  the  year  when  the  concept  of  locally  con¬ 
trolled  public  education  began  its  test  for  survival.  Public 
education  as  you  know  it,  is  the  foundation  of  our  society. 
Public  education  flourishes  when  parents  want  better  things 
for  their  children  than  they  themselves  had  and  members 
of  the  community,  who  no  longer  have  children  in  school, 
actively  support  the  programs  which  meet  the  needs  of  today^s 
pupils.  When  the  majority  of  the  citizens  in  a  community 
begin  to  act  like  they  are  doing  too  much  for  today's  school 
children,  public  education  may  diminish  to  something  less  than 
the  microcosm  of  society  which  it  has  been  for  the  last  50 
to  75  years. 

Facilities 

The  longstanding  needs  for  school  facilities  have  been 
called  to  your  attention  in  these  pages  for  the  past  three  years 
and,  in  addition,  in  special  communication  to  parents  and 
the  community  at  large.  The  voters  were  given  two  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  provide  the  needed  K  to  8  facilities.  On  both  occasions, 
the  presentation  made  by  the  Building  Committee  and  the 
follow-up  presentation  made  by  a  group  of  interested  parents, 
the  decision  of  the  voters  to  defeat  the  proposal  was  decisive. 
Subsequent  to  the  town  meetings,  the  School  Committee,  with 
the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  Mr.  George  Perry,  Building 
Inspector,  and  Mr.  Joseph  White,  Fire  Chief,  has  confirmed 
a  list  of  safety  needs  at  the  Junior  High.  The  details  of  those 
corrections  are  outlined  in  Mr.  Wontkowski's  report  which 
follows. 

The  decision  of  the  voters  at  the  town  meetings  did  not 
eliminate  the  problem.  The  corrective  measures  taken  thus 
far  by  the  School  Committee  is  best  described  as  a  bandaid 
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approach.  The  ultimate  solution  of  the  school  facilities  prob¬ 
lem  is  apparently  left  to  some  time  in  the  yet  undetermined 
future.  That  time  will  arrive  when  there  is  consensus  on  the 
extent  of  the  problem  and  agreement  on  the  one  solution 
which  best  resolves  the  problem. 

The  facility  requirements  for  pupils  in  grades  9  to  12 
are  currently  being  addressed  by  a  Citizens'  Task  Force.  The 
final  report  of  the  Task  Force  is  due  early  in  1981.  The  pre¬ 
liminary  report  of  the  Task  Force  indicated  there  are  facility 
needs  at  D-R  which  must  be  addressed. 

Administrative  Staff 

The  administrative  staff,  central  office  and  building  princi¬ 
pals,  continue  to  operate  as  an  administrative  team.  Each 
one  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  success  we  achieve. 

Carolyn  R.  Cooper,  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Su¬ 
perintendent,  resigned  in  June  to  return  to  graduate  school. 
Miss  Cooper  made  significant  contributions  in  her  two  years 
in  the  system.  The  vacancy  created  by  Miss  Cooper's  resigna¬ 
tion  was  not  filled  for  1980-81.  The  Central  Office  Staff  con¬ 
sists  of  Mr.  James  Horton,  Administrator  of  Business;  Mr. 
Russell  Latham,  Director  of  Special  Services;  and  Mr.  Alan 
Patterson,  Director  of  Curriculum.  These  three  administrators 
along  with  the  Office  Manager,  Mrs.  Nancy  Goulart,  have 
combined  their  resources  and  talents  to  assist  me  in  ful¬ 
filling  my  responsibilities  as  Superintendent. 

Curriculum 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  accomplishments  over  the  past 
three  years  with  our  educational  programs.  The  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  Basic  Skills  Plan,  the  results  of  the  revisions  to 
the  vocal  and  instrumental  music  programs,  and  the  progress 
made  on  the  system-wide  testing  programs  are  a  few  of  che 
highlights.  You  will  be  seeing  and  hearing  more  of  these 
programs  in  1981. 
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System  Goals 

Each  year  we  establish  system-wide  goals.  This  year's 
goals  are: 

1.  To  determine  the  effectiveness  of  selected  current 
programs. 

2.  To  promote  partnerships  with  parents  and  all  the 
community  for  the  education  of  our  children. 

Establishment  of  these  goals  gives  us  a  focus  for  the 
year.  The  notion  of  goal  setting  as  an  effective  way  to  run 
the  school  system  is  receiving  more  acceptance  in  1980-81 
than  it  has  in  previous  years. 

Historically  public  schools  have  been  held  responsible  for 
preparing  each  individual  to  become  an  active  participating 
member  of  society.  Your  instructional  staff  has  been  working 
diligently  to  meet  this  responsibility.  It  is  very  clear  to  us 
that  the  role  that  parents  play  in  the  education  of  their 
children  is  changing.  Parents  must  become  actively  involved 
in  the  day-to-day  education  of  their  children.  Parents  who 
are  partners,  active  partners,  with  the  instructional  staff  in 
their  child's  education  produce  a  home-school  relationship 
which  dramatically  improves  the  learning  process. 

Energy  Management 

We  have  had  significant  success  with  our  “Three  E's 
Program",  Energy,  Environment  and  Economy.  Energy  costs 
are  the  fastest  growing  items  in  your  school  budget.  Because 
significant  savings  have  been  achieved  in  the  consumption  of 
oil  and  electricity  in  all  schools,  we  have  been  able  to  keep 
the  costs  down.  Credit  is  due  to  the  administrative  staff, 
teachers  and  pupils. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  Mr.  Philip  Dyer, 
Elementary  School  Principal,  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski,  Junior 
High  Principal,  and  Mr.  Marshall  Sawyer,  High  School  Princi¬ 
pal,  which  follow.  In  addition,  there  is  a  report  from  Mrs. 
Margaret  Purdy,  Direcotr  of  Propect  GATHER,  outlining  the 
progress  made  in  the  second  year  of  our  three-year  fully 
funded  project  on  education  of  gifted  and  talented  pupils. 
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REPORT  OF  PHILIP  C.  DYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  seventh  annual  report 
as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1980,  at  the  kindergarten 
to  fifth  grade  level  was  504.  The  enrollment  at  the  kinder¬ 
garten  housed  in  portable  classrooms  behind  the  junior  high, 
was  74,  and  grades  1-5  was  430. 

The  decline  in  enrollment,  which  should  level  off  in  the 
1981-82  school  year,  we  hope,  will  enable  us  to  better  serve 
the  children  of  Dighton. 

Facilities 

The  facilities  of  the  elementary  school  are  well  main¬ 
tained  by  an  excellent  custodial  staff. 

Over  the  past  several  years  the  entire  staff  has  made  a 
concerted  effort  to  institute  the  3  E’s  of  Energy,  Environ¬ 
ment  and  Economy.  The  school  has  decreased  its  usage  of 
oil  and  electricity  significantly.  The  efforts  to  monitor  these 
rapidly  rising  costs  enable  us  to  make  best  use  of  the  funds 
the  community  provides  us. 

Curriculum  and  School  Programs. 

During  this  year,  we  are  involved  in  the  second  phase 
of  two  programs,  the  Basic  Skills  Program  and  Project 
GATHER. 

In  our  Basic  Skills  Program,  skills  lists  and  assessment 
instruments  were  established  for  reading,  mathematics,  and 
writing  at  the  designated  third  grade  level  during  the  1979-80 
school  year.  During  the  1980-81  school  year,  we  will  begin 
administering  tests  to  all  third  graders  to  establish  whether 
they  have  developed  the  skills  designated  for  their  grade 
level.  More  information  will  be  shared  with  parents  and  the 
public  as  the  information  is  collected.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Project  GATHER  is  in  its  second  year  and  this  year 
involves  a  small  number  of  students  at  every  grade  level. 
Modifications  will  be  made  to  the  regular  classroom  program 
of  selected  students  to  enrich  the  educational  program  of 
these  children.  It  is  hoped  that  each  selected  child  will  com¬ 
plete  at  least  one  special  project  during  this  year. 

In  language,  the  adoption  of  the  Spectrum  of  English 
Program  for  all  levels  has  been  completed.  Feedback  from 
teachers  at  all  levels  indicates  that  they  are  very  pleased 
with  this  text  and  its  match  with  the  rest  of  the  school 
program.  This  program  has  been  adopted  by  the  sixth  grade 
team  at  the  junior  high  to  enhance  the  transition  from  the 
elementary  school  to  the  junior  high. 

In  mathematics,  the  school  has  adopted  the  new  Health 
Mathematics  Program  at  all  grade  levels.  This  is  a  move  back 
to  a  more  traditional  math  program  to  insure  the  development 
of  number  facts  and  other  basic  skills.  Feedback  is  also  very 
positive  from  both  teachers  and  parents  who  have  said  they 
can  help  their  child  do  their  math  again.  The  parental  in¬ 
volvement  aspect  of  the  program  has  also  received  positive 
responses  from  parents. 

Our  efforts  to  develop  Partnerships  with  Parents  con¬ 
tinue  for  this  school  year.  Parents  are  their  child's  first 
teachers  and  when  we  work  together,  the  child  will  benefit.

I  herewith  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  princi¬ 
pal  of  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 


Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1980,  was  313  students, 
an  increase  of  22  students  over  last  year’s  enrollment. 


Personnel 

There  were  no  changes  in  our  teaching  staff  this  year. 
However,  our  auxiliary  staff  was  subject  to  a  great  many 
changes.  In  grade  six  we  lost  the  services  of  Mrs.  Barbara 
Dean.  Mrs.  Deane  was  a  teacher  aide  whose  dedication,  initia¬ 
tive,  and  many  talents  will  be  irreplaceable. 

All  of  our  instructional  aides  from  the  previous  year 
resigned.  Their  replacements  were  as  follows:  Miss  Jacqueline 
Coelho,  grade  six;  Mrs.  Carol  Collins,  grade  seven;  Miss  Judith 
Errico,  grade  eight. 

Our  custodial  staff  is  now  headed  by  Mr.  William  Raposa 
who  replaced  Mr.  John  White  upon  his  retirement.  Mr.  Raposa 
is  assisted  by  Mr.  Burton  Booth. 


Educational  Programs 

In  early  October  our  sixth  graders  received  their  Basic 
Skills  tests.  Preparation  for  these  tests  were  made  las  year 
when  plans  were  formulated  by  the  staff  and  parent  groups. 
At  present  we  are  preparing  to  report  the  results  to  parents. 
These  will  include  plans  for  remediation  in  those  cases  where 
it  is  necessary  as  indicated  by  the  test  standards. 

After  a  year  of  intensive  training  conducted  by  Project 
GATHER  for  some  of  our  staff,  we  began  to  implement  our 
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program  for  the  Gifted  and  Talented.  Project  GATHER  di¬ 
rector,  Mrs.  Margaret  Purdy,  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance 
to  our  participating  staff  in  implementing  the  concepts  which 
constitute  the  main  features  of  the  teaching  approach  which 
was  stressed  at  the  workshops. 

Again,  this  year,  our  volunteers  program  continues  to 
play  an  important  part  in  our  attempts  to  provide  as  much 
individual  help  as  possible  to  our  students.  The  following 
constitute  our  volunteer  group  for  this  year:  Msr.  Irene  Bilo¬

In  spite  of  extremely  poor  facilities,  our  music  staff  of 
Mr.  Stephen  Osofsky  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Pacheco  has  continued 
to  produce  remarkable  results  with  student  involvement  in 
instrumental  and  vocal  music.  A  testimony  to  their  success 
was  the  Christmas  concert  held  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Re¬ 
gional  High  School.  Over  one-half  of  all  our  students  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  event.  Attendance  by  parents  and  friends  was 
the  largest  ever. 

Facilities 

Since  last  summer  the  following  significant  improve¬ 
ments  were  made  to  the  school:  replacement  of  the  gym 
floor;  repair  of  the  septic  system;  reopening  of  exits  from 
the  stage  area  to  the  gym;  construction  of  additional  exits 
to  the  lab  and  household  arts  room.

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  official  enrollment  of  the  high  school  for  1980  was 
1,054.  This  number  is  7  more  than  was  reported  for  1979. 
Although  declining  enrollments  seem  to  be  a  fact  of  life  in 
many  school,  this  is  not  the  case  at  the  high  school.  In  fact, 
a  significant  drop  in  enrollment  in  the  high  school  appears  to 
be  quite  a  few  years  off  into  the  future. 

Personnel 

Mr.  David  DeThomas,  an  English  teacher,  and  Mr.  Dennis 
White,  a  science  teacher,  have  both  left  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School.  Both  gentlemen  have  decvided  to  make 
career  changes  and  enter  other  professions.  Mr.  George  Le¬ 
vesque  has  replaced  Mr.  DeThomas  in  the  English  Depart¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Jonh  Anthony  has  been  hired  to  replace  Mr.  White 
as  a  science  teacher  in  the  high  school. 

Mrs.  Denise  Griffo,  who  served  as  a  Physical  Education 
teacher  for  two  years,  left  to  accompany  her  husband  in 
his  new  position  in  Florida.  Miss  Susan  Waletkus  is  the  new 
member  of  our  Physical  Education  Staff. 

Mr.  Thomas  Armstrong,  who  taught  Mathematics  at 
Dighton-  Rehoboth,  left  after  a  year  of  service.  Mrs.  Judith 
Lippold  has  replaced  Mr.  Armstrong. 

Mrs.  Judy  Purdy  resigned  after  three  years  of  part-time 
services  as  a  teacher  in  the  Home  Economics  Department. 
Mrs.  Purdy  taught  the  Child  Development  courses  during 
her  three  years  at  Dighton-Rehoboth. 

Mrs.  Frances  Felder-Gehling,  who  served  as  Adjustment 
Counselor  for  a  year,  has  left  Dighton-Rehoboth.  Mrs.  Pamela 
Vance  is  the  new  Adjustment  Counselor  for  the  high  school. 
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Accepting  a  maternity  leave  for  the  1980-81  school  year 
was  Mrs.  Carol  Pawlak  of  the  Mathematics  Department. 
Accepting  a  half-year  maternity  leave  during  the  same  time 
period  was  Mrs.  Christine  Weydemeyer.  Mrs.  Weydemeyer 
has  now  returned  to  her  teaching  position  in  the  Foreign 

Language  Department. 

Additional  staif  leaving  Dighton-Rehoboth  during  1980 
were  Miss  Kristine  Foster  and  Ms.  Linda  Cole.  Both  had 
served  as  Instructional  Aides  in  our  Special  Needs  Program. 
Miss  Pamela  Vilela  is  a  new  Instructional  Aide  in  the  Special 
Needs  Program. 

Curriculum  and  School  Programs 

Our  English  curriculum  has  again  been  examined  in 
depth  by  the  members  of  the  English  Department.  Some 
courses  have  been  deleted  and  a  few  additions  have  been  made. 
The  purpose  of  the  revisions  has  been  to  bring  more  organi¬ 
zation  and  structure  to  the  English  curriculum. 

A  New  course  entitled  “Current  American  Issues”  has 
been  added  to  the  Social  Studies  curriculum.  This  course, 
an  elective  course  for  seniors,  is  an  attempt  to  give  seniors 
an  opportunity  to  understand  today's  problems  as  they  now 
exist  and  that  they  will  face  as  graduates. 

In  the  Business  Education  Department,  a  course  in  Data 
Processing  Concepts  has  been  added.  This  course  utilizes  the 
new  key  punch  and  word  processor  purchased  through  a 
federal  grant.  This  course  will  give  business  education  stu¬ 
dents  a  much  better  understanding  of  skills  needed  in  the 
modem  business  world. 

Conclusion 

It  is  with  confidence  and  pride  that  I  submit  this  annual 
report.  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  is  doing  an 
outstanding  job  in  preparing  high  school  students — unmatched 
by  any  area  school. 
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This  year,  1980,  has  been  a  year  of  growth  and  success. 
The  citizens  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  have  reason  to  be  proud 
of  their  high  school  and  the  accomplishments  of  its  students. 
The  demand  for  excellence  by  the  community  has  been  met 
and  in  most  cases,  exceeded  my  expectations. 

The  success  of  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
has  been  possible  only  through  the  efforts  of  many  dedicated 
people.

REPORT  OF  MARGARET  PURDY,  DIRECTOR 

PROJECT  GATHER 

Project  GATHER  is  a  ESEA  Title  IV  C  federal  grant 
program  for  gifted  and  talented  students  in  grades  kinder¬ 
garten  through  12  in  all  schools  in  Berkley,  Dighton,  and 
Rehoboth.  The  project,  which  is  funded  at  a  rate  of  $49,450.00 
per  year  for  three  years,  began  in  July,  1979.  The  main  goal 
of  Project  GATHER  is  to  train  teachers  to  provide  appro¬ 
priate  learning  experiences  for  gifted  and  talented  children 
in  all  subject  areas. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  program,  forty-four  regular 
classroom  teachers,  counselors,  and  specialists  from  Dighton, 
Rehoboth  and  Berkley  attended  seven,  full-day  inservice 
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workshops.  These  training  sessions  were  led  by  Carolyn  R. 
Cooper,  then  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  author  of  the  project;  Margaret  Purdy,  Project 
Director;  and  several  visiting  consultants.  The  teachers  were 
instructed  in  the  use  of  The  Enrichment  Triad  Model,  a 
teaching  process  developed  by  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Renzulli  of  the 
University  of  Connecticut.  Renzulli's  model  involves  three 
types  of  educational  activities: 

I.  Exploratory  Experiences,  which  introduce  students  to 
unusual  areas  of  study  such  as  astronomy,  politics, 
and  veterinary  medicine  through  the  use  of  guest 
speakers,  films,  or  classroom  activity  centers.  This 
type  of  activity  demonstrates  the  application  of  basic 
skills  in  adult  careers. 

II.  Group  Training  Experiences,  which  develop  thinking 
and  research  skills.  These  exercises  help  students 
learn  new  information  quicker  and  with  more  inde¬ 
pendence. 

III.  Investigations  of  Real-Life  Problems,  which  involve 
students  of  high  potential  in  advanced  research  in  an 
area  of  their  interest.  This  type  of  student  research 
usually  results  in  a  project  which  may  be  a  written 
report,  model,  or  media  presentation  for  a  real-life 
audience. 

By  using  The  Enrichment  Triad  Model  of  instruction, 
teachers  expose  all  the  students  in  their  classroom  to  some 
gifted/talented  educational  activities,  while  pupils  of  high 
potential  experience  to  all  the  activities.  It  is  expected  that 
by  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  the  program  all  teachers  will 
have  received  training  in  the  development  of  higher-level 
thinking  skills  and  their  application  to  advanced  research 
projects. 

Another  goal  of  Project  GATHER  is  to  develop  a  human 
and  material  Resource  Bank.  The  resource  assistant,  Maureen 
Courcy,  and  the  project  secretary,  Elizabeth  Ferreira,  main- 
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tain  an  extensive  resource  service  for  teachers  at  the  project 
office  located  at  Palmer  River  School  in  Rehoboth.  Through 
this  service,  members  of  the  community  volunteer  their  time 
to  work  with  students  on  research  projects  or  present  demon¬ 
strations  to  classes.  In  addition,  numerous  books,  video-tapes, 
and  classrooms  activities  are  loaned  to  teachers  upon  request 
to  help  them  provide  enrichment  to  their  students. 

During  the  summer  of  1980,  nine  staff  members  attended 
an  intensive,  two-week  institute  at  the  University  of  Con¬ 
necticut.  As  a  result  of  this  training,  the  participants  in  the 
summer  workshop  are  now  able  to  assist  other  teachers  in 
our  system  who  want  to  improve  their  teaching  skills. 

An  evaluation  of  the  project  is  currently  being  conducted 
by  outside  consultants.  The  results  of  the  evaluation  will  be 
submitted  to  a  validation  team  hired  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Education,  which  monitors 
the  progress  of  all  Title  IV-C  projects.  If  this  team  approves 
Project  GATHER  as  an  exemplary  program,  funding  for  a 
fourth  year  will  be  provided  so  that  the  project  staff  can 
train  other  school  systems  to  replicate  the  program  in  their 
own  schools.  We  look  forward  to  the  possibility  of  becoming 
a  model  program  for  the  education  of  gifted  and  talented 
children  and  youth.

port  personnel:  secretaries,  nurses,  teacher  aides,  custodians, 
and  cafeteria  workers.  In  addition,  there  is  a  host  of  in¬ 
dividuals  who  volunteer  their  time  on  a  regularly-scheduled 
basis  to  assist  us  with  our  instructional  program.  It  is  the 
combined  effort  of  this  group  which  produces  the  success  we 
achieve. 

I  acknowledge  and  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee.  Their  contributions  of  both  time 
and  effort  are  significant. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  all  the  above  my  job  as 
Superintendent  becomes  more  manageable  and  I  become  more 
effective.
